CONDITIONS OF SALE.

The first volume contains views of Sterling, Doune, Callandar, the pass 
of Lennie, Loch Tay, Killin, Glen Lochy, Glen Dochart, Glen 
Falloch, Loch Lomond, Loch Katrine. 
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The second volume, Loch Katrine, Loch Venachoir, Loch Achray, Aber- 
foyle, Loch Aird, the falls of the Clyde, Cartland Crags, Edinburgh, 
Newcastle, Roslin, and the Isle of Bute. 

These volumes illustrate in the most perfect manner the rise of water¬ 
colour painting, and establish Mr. Nicholson’s claim to be considered 
the founder of the present School of English Art in this practice. 
His sketches in the Isle of Bute shew his manner and^the difficulties 
which he subsequently overcame. In 1794 he accompained the 
Marquis of Bute to the Isle of Bute; and in 1806 Mr. Nicholson 
visited Scotland for the purpose of obtaining subjects to paint for 
the third water-colour Exhibition.
